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I talked to the Priorities Staff of CGS 
about this today. 

CGS has started to respond, within the CIA framework, 
to post-mortems on NIEs. This is the seventh one they have 
looked at. They have, and will, discuss ways of filling the 
indicated gaps by such elements as OCI, ORR and DDP. As of 
now they have no plans to extend this to the community. They 
believe that some of the other USIB members might pick up the 
action on their own, e. g. , State, Army, but are sure that there 
is no automatic follow-up. 

This does point up part of the general problem. There is, 

of course, no USIB committee to take on the political or the
